THOMAS  MANN  STORIES 

The  short  stories  of  Thomas  Mann  which  will  be  read  this  month  by  Eric  Braden 
were  written  over  a  30  year  period  from  1899-1929,  during  which  Mann  also 
completed  the  noveh  Buddenbooks  (1901)  and  The  Magic  Mountain  (1924). 
Published  by  Knopf  in  1936  asStories  of  Three  Decades  and  rendered  into 
English  by  Mann's  brilliant  translator  H.T.  Lowe-Porter,  the  works  to  be  read 
this  month  include  "Tonio  Kruger"  (1903),  "Death  in  Venice"  (1911)  and 
"Mario  and  the  Magician"  (1929). 

The  reader,  Eric  Braden,  was  born  in  the  town  of  Kiel  in  1941 ,  66  years  and  40 
miles  from  that  of  Thomas  Mann  in  Lubeck  on  Germany's  north  coast.   While 
Mann's  imagination  turned  from  the  foggy  north  to  the  sunny  south  of  Europe, 
Braden's  childhood  reading  of  the  Western  stories  of  Karl  May's  old  Shatterhand 
eventually  led  him  to  Texas  in  1959,  the  U.  of  Montana  (where  he  studied  under 
Leslie  Fiedler)  and  finally  to  Los  Angeles  where  he  has  been  filmed  in  scores  of 
roles  ranging  from  cowboys  and  tank  commanders  to  cultural  sophisticates. 

He  now  lives  three  miles  northeast  of  the  house  than  Mann  built  in  Pacific 
Palisades  and  where  he  resided  from  1942-1952.

CALIFORNIA  REDEVELOPMENT  POLICY 

When  Californians  voted  in  1952  to  establish  tax  increrre  nt  financing  for 
redevelopment  projects,  the  official  ballot  argument  which  met  with  no 
opposition  in  the  media,  informed  them  that  they  were  voting  to: 

.  .  .eliminate  blighted  areas.   Blighted  areas  are  an  economic 
and  social  drag  upon  the  community  and  it  is  good  public 
business  to  eliminate  them.   By  adoption  of  this  constitutional 
amendment  it  will  be  made  possible  for  the  property  to  pay  its 
own  way  and  finance  the  cost  of  redevelopment  without  an 
additional  levy  upon  already  overburdened  taxpayers. 

In  fact,  voters  authorized  something  quite  different.  According  to  a 
study  by  the  law  firm  Telanoff,  Bobrowsky,  Wallin  &  Dilkes: 

Contemporary  redevelopment,  in  California,  has  almost 
nothing  to  do  with  cleaning  up  slums.    The  powers  granted 
under  the  redevelopment  law  are  being  used  today  primarily 
for: 

(1j  Subsidizing  the  development  of  retail  centers  and  indus- 
trial parks,  often  on  formerly  vacant  land.  Such  development 
is  seen  as  increasing  fobs,  sales  tax  revenues  and  property  tax 
base,  but  has  nothing  to  do  with  cleaning  up  slums. 
(2)  Diverting  tax  revenues  for  the  purpose  of  funding  munici- 
pal improvements  and  other  municipal  costs  which  would 
normally  be  paid  from  general  funds.    (And  thus  subject  to 
voter  approval). 

Rather  than  relieving  the  general  taxpayers  as  the  voters  were  told,  the  tax 
increment  financing  method  has  proved  to  have  very  serious  financial  impli- 
cations: 

First,  the  counties,  and  school  districts  are  absorbing  the  cost 
of  redevelopment  as  a  result  of  the  tax  shift  generated  by 
abusive  practices;  Second,  tax  increment  financing  places 
added  burdens  on  the  most  regressive  system  of  taxation,  i.e., 
the  property  tax  system;  and.  Third,  the  proliferation  of  pro- 
jects and  the  amount  of  funds  committed  to  project  activities 
will  soon  strain  local  financing  throughout  California. 

The  primary  concern  of  redevelopment  policy  is  not  the  welfare  of  the  people 
living  on  the  land,  but  rather  the  condition  of  the  land  itself.  Chester  Hartman 
says,  "A  land  focus  rather  than  a  people  focus  caused  a(l  the  problems."  Once 
developers  cleared  the  central  city  land,  it  was  considered  too  valuable  to  use 
for  low  return  low  and  moderate  income  housing,  when  high  return,  presti- 
gious Class  "A"  type  structures  would  enrich  the  private  developers,  and  even- 
tually (in  20  or  30  or  40  years)  contribute  to  the  cities  tax  coffers  as  well,

Our  computer  (HAL  5001 )  is  located  in  Berkeley,  which 
saves  us  a  lot  of  money  but  is  inconvenient.  We  send 
subscriptions  information  to  the  machinery  once  a  month 
and  it  returns  the  Folio  labels,  bills,  renewal  letter  labels 
and  income  statements  a  few  days  later.  We  send  the 
information  up  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  the  month. 

SO— if  you  send  us  your  check  around  the  8th  of  the 
month,  by  the  end  of  the  week  you  will  be  all  signed, 
sealed,  labeled  and  credited  and  you  will  marvel  at  the 
miracle  of  efficiency  of  the  electronic  age.

We  quote  from  the  press  release: 

Short  Evfs,  by  Miguel  Pinero,  is  a  searing  and  eloquent  drama  of  prison 
life.   Imbued  with  an  uncommon  compassion  and  enriched  by  the  ribald 
humor  of  reality,  the  film  is  about  the  prisoners  themselves  and  the 
bestial  world  they  are  trapped  in.   Pinero's  screenplay  is  based  on  his 
highly  acclaimed  play  which  won  two  Okies  and  the  New  York  Drama 
Critic's  Circle  Aivard  in  1973-74.
